The use of good screens, constructed of 
No. 14 or No. 16 wire, painted to lea 
sen the size of tha holes, and mosqui- 
to bara IP recommended to protect 
sleeper^s from mosquitoes and tho dan- 
ger of malarial infection. 


"Every person who Is known to be 


suffering from malaria owes it to tho 
community that he should protect him- 
self at night time by means of screens 
and mosquito bars, so that he will not 
allow mosquitoes to become infected 
with hla blood and later on have them 
transmit malaria to some well person. 
Some people, although apparently well, 
act as 
carriers of malarial microbes 


and spread the disease just as the sick 
man does. This makes it a duty for 
all persons to protect themselves from 
the bites of mosquitoes at night time 
which, as already indicated, is the time 
when the malarial mosquito Is active.

No interest will be 
charged on these deposits, .for 
tho 


present at least, the government mere- 
y using tho vast sum for tho benefit 
of one of our leading industries, under 
the provisions of the new law. In Its 
practical application, the currency law 
proves one of 
tho most progressive 


pieces of legislation passed in tho 
history of the country.

example. In which the pick of Uncle 
Ram's battleships and destroyers took 
part, adds much to the ever present 
speculation as to whether New York Is 
vulnerably or not. 


Can tho forts of New York throw 


enough steel from their heavy artillery 
to keep an enemy's fleet outside of 
great gun range of Manhattan island 
or Brooklyn? Do our Dreadnoughts and 
super-Dreadnoughts present enough of 
nn armored bulwark (plus their own 
big fourteen inch guns nnd twelves) to 
protect Manhattan against an Invader 
from overseas? ' 


Let It be lidmitted. frankly, that sev- 


eral of the great nations have battle-1 
ships mounting guns big enough to] 
knock over the Woolworth tower or 
make a bullso^e of the Waldorf-As- 
toria, though tho shots be fired frcm 
far out at sea. On the other hand. oi:r 
forts at the Narrows and at Sandy 
Hook mount guns of equal strength, 
as well as one or two of greater power 
—the sixteen inch type.

"All this has resulted In giving the 


state not one governor but a number 
of governors, one of whom Is elected, 
the others appointed b-y various boards 
and commissions. The governor of tho 
state bears about the same relation- 
ship to many of these boards as he 
bears to the courts, and It Is funda- 
mental that the.executlva and the ju- 
dicial departments shall be Indepen- 
dent of each other. 
If a judge re- 


signs, the governor may appoint his 
successor, so if one. of these members 
should resign, the^governor could ap- 
point his successor, but he has about 
as much to do with the policies and 
the work ot these boards as he has 
with the hearing and determination of 
cases of law. 


"There Is little or no coordination 


between these various bodies. Inspec- 
tors, examiners, Investigators and em- 
ployes of these various governing bod- 
ies, busy in the performance of their 
duties, are traveling over tlto states, 
some times several of them descend- 
ing at the same lime upon a little 
hamlet of two or three hundred In- 
habitants, where all examinations and 
investigations for all of the state de- 
partments could be done by an able- 
bodied man in half a day. 
Salaries 


and traveling expenses are continually 
increasing, while 
in 
political cam- 


paigns the cry for economy goes mer- 
rily on. 


"In Minnesota for some time there 


has been a feeling that there should 
be a thorough reorganization of these 
various offices, that they should be in- 
cluded in the executive department, 
and should be under the control and 
direction of the executive himself or 
department officers selected 
by him. 


My predecessor tn office appointed a 
commission of 30 citizens of the state, 
known as the 'Efficiency and economy 
commission.' 
They 
were 
asked to 


make a study ot our system of state 
government and to suggest changes, 
if needed, to make that government an 
efficient one and an economical one. 


"The members of this body made 


a report to the last legislature 
and 


presented a proposed bjll for enact- 
ment into law. 


"Referring to the board system, ths 


commission said:

"'Students in political science are all 


agreed that executive work should be 
done by individuals and not by boards. 
The average citizen has come to the 
same conclusion. 
The board system 


tends to delay and Inefficiency. It dis- 
sipates responsibility. 
No one knows 


exactly who is to hlamfl If work Is 
badly done. Boards are necessary for 
legislative and judicial work. 
They 


are useful to give advice. They are 
not suited to administrative tasks. 
Moreover, under the board system, the 
governor has little control over tho 
administration.

of governors, one of whom is elected, 
:he others appointed by various boards 
and commissions. The governor of tho 
tato bears about the same relation- 
ship to many of these boards as ho 
aears to the courts, and it Is funda- 
mental that the executive and tho ju- 
illcial departments shall be indepen- 
dent of each other. 
If a judge re- 


signs, tho governor may appoint nls 
successor, so If ono of these members 
should resign, tho governor could ap- 
point his successor, but he has about 
as much to do with the policies and 
the work of these boards as ho has 
with the hearing; and determination of 
cases of law. 


"Thero is little or no coordination 


hetween these various bodies. Inspec- 
tors, examiner?, investigators nnd em- 
ployes of these various governing bod- 
ies, busy in the performance of their 
duties, arc traveling over the states, 
some times several 'of them descend- 
ing at the same time upon a little 
hamlet of two or threo hundred In- 
habitants, where all examinations and 
investigations for all of the state de- 
partments could be done by an able- 
bodied man in half a, day. 
Salaries 


and traveling expenses arc continually 
increasing, while 
in [political 
cam- 


paigns tho cry for economy goes mer- 
rily on. 
"In Minnesota for some time there 


has been a feeling that there should 
be a thorough reorganization of these 
various offices, that they should be In- 
cluded in the executive department 
and should be under the control and 
direction of the executive himself or 
department otlicers selected 
by him. 


My predecessor in office appointed a 
commission of 30 cilizens of the state, 
known as the ^Efficiency and economy 
commission.'

make a study of our system of state 
government and to suggest changes, 
if needed, to make that government .in 
efficient one and an economical one. 


"The members of this body made 


a report to the last legislature
